‘New-Found Ore 
Deposits Rich 
In Vital Titanium 


} LOS ANGELES—Large deposits 
; Of iron ore, much of it rich in mili- 
tarily-vital titanium, have been re- 
vealed by drilling in southeastern 
Wyoming, 

Probing of near-surface deposits 
prior to 1953, indicated the exist- 
ence of some 178,000,000 tons of 
ore, Further drilling by Union Pa- 
cifie geologists last year is now 
estimated to have added 50,000,000 
tons to the total, 

Part of the ore has been found 
to average 46 per cent iron and 19 
per cent titanium, along with about 
1 per cent vanadium. Although 
much of the material is of lower 
grade, the titanium-bearing depos- 
its may prove to be the largest of 
their type in the United States. 
Titanium is twice as strong as 
aluminum and only 56 per cent as 
heavy as alloy steel. But its great- 
est value is to high-speed aireraft 
—its ability to withstand the ex- 
treme heats of combustion and air 
friction—which explains why it is 
essential to the building of jet air- 
craft in addition to other military 
and industrial uses, 

Principal source of the tough 
metal now is a black rutile sand 
brought from Australia. Ingot tita- 
nium costs $5 a pound and three 
times that amount after being 
processed into sheets. Only about 
2300 tons of titanium were extract- 
ed in 1953, A government program 
is being set up for expansion of 
production, with 35,000 tons as a 
target figure for 1957, 

The iron-titanium deposits, in an 
area of some 250 square miles, sur- 
round a major ore body on Jron 
Mountain, 25 miles northeast of 
Laramie.

‘New-Found Ore 
Deposits Rich 
In Vital Titanium 


} LOS ANGELES—Large deposits 
; Of iron ore, much of it rich in mili- 
tarily-vital titanium, have been re- 
vealed by drilling in southeastern 
Wyoming, 

Probing of near-surface deposits 
prior to 1953, indicated the exist- 
ence of some 178,000,000 tons of 
ore, Further drilling by Union Pa- 
cifie geologists last year is now 
estimated to have added 50,000,000 
tons to the total, 

Part of the ore has been found 
to average 46 per cent iron and 19 
per cent titanium, along with about 
1 per cent vanadium. Although 
much of the material is of lower 
grade, the titanium-bearing depos- 
its may prove to be the largest of 
their type in the United States. 
Titanium is twice as strong as 
aluminum and only 56 per cent as 
heavy as alloy steel. But its great- 
est value is to high-speed aireraft 
—its ability to withstand the ex- 
treme heats of combustion and air 
friction—which explains why it is 
essential to the building of jet air- 
craft in addition to other military 
and industrial uses, 

Principal source of the tough 
metal now is a black rutile sand 
brought from Australia. Ingot tita- 
nium costs $5 a pound and three 
times that amount after being 
processed into sheets. Only about 
2300 tons of titanium were extract- 
ed in 1953, A government program 
is being set up for expansion of 
production, with 35,000 tons as a 
target figure for 1957, 

The iron-titanium deposits, in an 
area of some 250 square miles, sur- 
round a major ore body on Jron 
Mountain, 25 miles northeast of 
Laramie.

Amish Solidly 
Stand on Beliefs 


WASHINGTON—In our mid-20th 
century America there still exists 
a group of plain, prosperous, and 
non-conforming people whose way 
of life, based solidly upon their re- 
ligious beliefs, remains much the 
Same as it was 200 years ago. 

They are the Amish. Speaking 
their own language, they drive 
along coun- 
ssed in sober garb 
topped with wide- 
brimmed black hats and bonnets. 
They rank well among North 
America’s finest farmers. 

The Amish, followers of 
teachings of Jacob Amman, are an 
offshoot of the much larger Men- 
nonite faith. Their heritage traces 
back to the 16th century Reforma- 
tion. Their convictions often bring 
them afoul of our present day 
laws. Nearly every year in Lan- 
caster County, Pennsylvania, a 
number of Amishmen are brought 
before the law to face charges of 
keeping their children over 14 
home from school, To them, learn- 
ing to farm is the best education 
for sons who under their faith are 
inevitably destined to be farmers. 

Together with the Mennonites, 
Amish began migrating to Amer- 
ica from the Palatinate, Alsace- 
Lorraine, and the Low Countries in 
the years after 1730. A second big 
wave followed the Napoleonic wars 
of the early 1800's. There are to- 
day between 30,000 and 40,000 in 
the United States. 

Over the last century splits have 
developed in Amish communities 
as various groups accepted more 
modern farming metheds, costume 
and household conveniences. But 
even today, Conservative Amish do 
not have electricity or telephones 
in their homes.
